Allowed Claims 

Claim 30-39, 41-43, 45-50, 52-55 and 59 are allowable over the prior art of 
record. 

Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A search of 
the prior art failed to uncover any reference that anticipates or renders obvious a 
compound of the general formula 1 as claimed by applicants. 
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Formula 1 



The closest prior art is Kobori et al., {WO 2001038295}. Kobori et al. disclose the 
compound shown below. Kobori et al. compounds differ from Applicants claimed 
compound in that applicants claim a compound wherein the variable R3 is an amide 
group or a heterocyclic ring while Kobori et al. disclosed compounds substituted with 
OH group. These are different compounds, and the difference is not readily apparent 
and would not have been suggested to one of ordinary skill. 



Claims 30-39, 41-43, 45-50, 52-55 and 59 are allowed.
